The Evangelical Alliance. 


THE UNION OF CHURCH AND STATE 
DISCUSSED — A THRILLING 
SCENE OF CONFUSION 
ANDjNOISE. 


New Yorg, October 9.—The afternoon 
session of the Evangelical Alliance at Assia 

Hall, was devoted to free discussion on the 
relation of Church to State. 

In an ailfance paper read on the Church 
and the nation, by the R-v. W. H. Areemaa- 
lee, of London, he favored the principle 
that in a Christian Nation, Chureh and 
State are identical, and there can be no alli- 
ance between them, for they are not inde- 
pendent powers. He believed the pulpit will 
speak more of ey overnment and law, and 

e Legislatures will feel more the influence 
of. religion, The judges and magistrates are 
the true elders of this day, and in the serip- 
ture the authority of the ruler is more in- 
insisted upon than that of the teacher as} 
come from God.
